Bijoux Bassets 
With Mrs. Ford 
Open Season 


Seven Couple Give Good 
Account Of Themselves On 


Banbury Cross Farm 
By Edward M. Ward, Jr. 





On Labor Day the Bijoux Bassets 
had their opening meet at 10 A. M. 
at the kennels, Banbury Cross Farm, 
Old Chatham, New York. This pri- 
vate pack is the property of the mas- 
ter, Mrs. Consuelo U. Ford who 
hunts hounds herself most ably on 
Tuesdays and Fridays, weather per- 
mitting through the season. Mr. 
Quentin de Bermingham Ford is 
first whip and Thomas is second. 
Jackrabbits are hunted. 


The weather was decidedly wet 
for the ceremony of blessing the 
hounds which was accomplished by 
Father Casey after several argu- 
ments between some of the _ old 
hounds had been settled. The good 
Padre seemed rather apprehensive 
from his position in the doorway and 
was no end relieved when the quar- 
relsome members had been dragged 
apart by their sterns. 


Mrs. Ford had a mixed pack of 
seven couple, four of them being 
first season hounds, and all of them 
doing excellent work. Hounds found 
their first hare in the bottom back 
of the kennels and hunted her over 
three big fields to a swamp where 
the undergrowth was so thick it was 
almost impossible for these fourteen- 
inch hounds to get through. Scent 
was good in the open and it did not 
take long for them to put up another 
jack near Mr. Chester Braman’s 
farm. This one ran to a swamp too 
but could not shake off the pack as 
easily as the first had, so we kept 
going straight up a steep hillside 
and on to the next swamp. Unfort- 
unately a road cut across the line of 
the jack, and along the road came a 
smoking Ford (vintage about 1920) 
so that by the time hounds reached 
it, not a vestige of scent was left. 
By this time it was 12:30 and as 
every one was drenched Mrs. Ford 
said, ‘‘Let’s call it a day.” 


Back at her charming house the 
field was served a delightful lunch- 
eon. Among those out were Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry Gammack (she is master 
of the Rinderkill Beagles) and 
“Bob” White. who got through the 
day very nicely mounted except when 
his horse decided to roll at one of 
the checks. 


Mrs. Ford is expecting to show a 
pack as well as some _ individual 
hounds at Bryn Mawr and New York 
and should certainly add to her al- 
ready well-filled ribbon cases. 


With Foxhunters 
Here And There 


By W. Newbold Ely, M. F. H. 

Apparently in the Eastern States, 
coyotes are often being blamed for 
the damage done by wild dogs, which 
just like cats gone wild, do more 
killing than is realized. The wild dog 
kills indescriminately and kills far 
more than it can eat. The coyote kills 
only what it according to 
authorities. Some angles on this were 
covered by the writer in 
Life’ last year. 

A local paper of one of the coun- 
ties in our hunting * brou- 
ght out this interesting information: 
“ “Coyotes will eventually spread to 
your Eastern farms,’ or 
that effect, said John Preston, in 
1910. He was born around 1830 in 
Plumstead township, Bucks County, 
but spent most of his life as 
a Mid-western farmer around St. 
Joe, Mo. The accuracy of his predic- 
tion was proved on January 19, 1939 
when a coyote was killed near Dilts 
Hunterdon county, N. J. For 
some time a pack of ‘wild dogs’ have 
annoyed farmers and poultry men in 
that locality. In October 1938, Harold 
Horn of New Hope, took his fox 
hounds over there and an attempt 
was made to round them up. Unfor- 
tunately a native grey fox was in 
the same territory and the highly 
trained specialists took the line of 
the quarry they had been trained to 
hunt, A few weeks later a farm hand 
killed one of the pack. Shortly 
another drive was organized and 
three more were shot. Unfortunately 
none of these got into the hands of 
any one competent to give it a name 
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The consensus of opinion among the 
natives put them down as just dogs, 
probably with German Shepherd 
blood, gone wild. When this speci- 
men was shot in January, Paul 
Niemeyer and Thomas McDowell 
scientists from the New Jersey State 
Museum at Trenton, procured it and 
definitely identified it as a female 
coyote about one year of age. The 
specimen now in the hands of the 
Museum measured by tape: length, 
38 inches; height at shoulder, 19 
girth, 19 inches; tail, 12 
inches; weight, 25 pounds. The tail 
probably is the most outstanding 
distinguishing feature for the lay- 
man’s notice. It is round, heavily 


inches; 


furred, instead of flat as in most 
dogs, and much shorter in propor- 
tion to body length. Otherwise they 
might easily be mistaken by a care- 
less observer for an _ undersized 
police dog. The greatest difficulty 
in identifying them in Hunterdon 
county was the disbelief of the nat- 
ives who saw them that they could 
be anything but just dogs. The first 
four shot were disposed of, before 
any one with sufficient knowledge 
had an opportunity to see them. 


“In 1910, Mr. Preston’s theory of 
distribution was simply that during 
his residence in Missouri they had 
adapted themselves to conditions 
following the country’s farming 
development, and were increasing. 
They would, therefore, spread throu- 
gh natural production. The museum 
group believe that they have been 
carried East as “cute puppies’ by 
tourists and discarded when grown, 
that they may have escaped from one 
or more of the numerous small zoos 
at amusement parks or gas stations 
and such. At any rate they are here, 
There is sufficient food and cover. 
They have proved an ability to live 
along with man and his control of 
environment in similar climate. In 
habit they are somewhat similar to 
foxes. Larger, they of necessity re- 
quire more food. Some authorities 
declare they are wiser. They may 
make really excellent sport ahead of 
hounds. Time alone will tell just 
exactly how they stack up as assets 
or liabilities in our wild life ac- 


counts.

Horses Like Individuals Must 
Be Hardened Up According 


To Separate Requirements 





by J. FAIRFAX-BLAKEBOROUGH 


The census taken by the Jockey 
Club as to how many horses remain 
in training and how many could 
and would be sent back into training 
if a fairly general resumption of 
Autumn racing was arranged arouses 
an interesting question. That is 
In how short a space of time could 
horses which have been thrown out 
of regular work be got ready to 
race? This, of course, is an individ 
ual matter and it would be interest- 
ing to see the various replies of 
trainers giving their views as to the 
length of time each considers neces 
sary to “ready” horses to run in 
public. First we would have the 
opinions as to how many weeks dif 
ferent trainers deem requisite to get 
fit horses which have been turned 
out to grass; secondly, the period 
each thinks should be allowed to 
‘get as they want them’ two-year 
olds and colts which have been kept 
up on hard (if reduced) fodder and 
have daily had trotting exercise on 
the roads and occasional slow work 
on the gallops. The former (from 
grass), with few exceptions, could 
searcely be got fit for any flat rac 
ing in September. As for those which 
have been kept in more or less hard 
condition, some could be got into 
racing fettle with a pipe opener or 
two; others would take longer. It 
is impossible to generalise with race 
horses some of which come to hand 
quickly and early in the year, whilst 
others take much longer and are not 
at their best until much later in the 
season. The whole question resolves 
itself into what TI have so often 
written here,—each racehorse is, or 
should be, an individual study. 

As a matter of fact quite, a num 
ber of horses which had been turned 
out to grass in the north have been 
put back into training. One can 
only imagine that this is in the hope 
of an extended flat race season and 
that such animals will meet others 
which have had no longer prepara 
tion. Ninety racehorses out of a 
hundred after being turned out to 
grass undo in a couple of weeks 
the process of hardening and muscl- 
ing up which it has taken months to 
achieve. One of the exceptions IT re-

member was a mare called Mab (by 
Bread Knife) over which a coup 
was once brought off at Doncaster 
She was turned out during a dry 
summer at her trainer’s place, Bran 
ton Court, near Knaresborough, and 
was given a feed of corn night and 
morning. The herbage was not of 
the soft, ‘“‘lush”’ sort to put on a lot 
of flabby fat, and the mare seemed 
to keep her muscles in ‘condition 
by such exercise as she gave her- 
self. Anyhow, within an incredibly 
short time after being brought up 
in early August it was found in a 
rough up gallop that she was al 
most at her best. She was entered 
for a race, newspaper reports had 
shown her back in training only a 
week or two, no one except a few 
connected with the stable fancied 
her, the tale went round that she 
had been out at grass about three 
weeks previous, and Mab starting 


at a nice price, won with ease 


This, as I have said, was an ex 
ceptional case in an exceptional 
year Ordinarily it takes several 
weeks, lots of preparation and long 
slow work, to get either racehorses 
or hunters hard after a period of 
freedom in the pastures, Moreover, 
the methods of trainers vary. Some 
have never approved of hurrying the 
preparation of animals under their 
charge and would require a longer 
period than others. The replies re 
ceived to the Jockey Club ques- 
tionaire will illustrate thi diver 
gence of views of men with long ex 
perience. Obviously those horses 
which have been on hard meat and 
which have been kept in rather more 
than semi-racing condition, will have 
such an advantage over flat racers 
taken out of training that it would 
seem almost useless the latter com 
peting. Everyone who has had ex 
perience with horses knows how they 
differ in constitution and how two 
animals of similar age, may be given 
indentical treatment from the time 
they were yearlings, yet one may be 
winning races before the other is 
anything like fit. Trainers speak of 
these latter as being ‘‘slow to come 
to hand”, and each season there are 
a considerable number of two-year 


n normal times cannot 


olds which 
be got into racing condition. The 
patient trainer who is fortunate 
enough to have equally patient 
patrons, will not hurry such animals, 
knowing that to do so would pro 
bably ruin them. It is not, however, 
young stock only which vary so in 
the time required to get them into 
form, Although accentuated perhaps 
in the thoroughbred, this applies 
equally to all horses--hunters,farm 
animals and even ponies, It was the 
late Duke of Richmond and Gordon 
who, after much experience, gave 
it as his opinion that ‘two-year-olds 
do not go on improving during the 
winter because nature insists on tak- 
ing a rest. I think the same applies 
to horses that have not been much 
trained, or not run quite as much 
as in the case of those that have 
been running on all the summer.” 

With steeplechasers and hurdlers 


it is, of course, another matter. It

FARNDALE’S ACCIDENT 








At Foxcatcher on Saturday, a grand Hunt Meeting was spoiled to some 
extent by the fatal accident to that fine steeplechase horse Farndale. One 
of the very best in the game and the leading steeplechaser in 1939, the son 
of Forerunner—Four Fours was making a splendid bid for victory over the 
last fence. His rider, Sidney Watters is quoted as saying that Farndale, tired 
but game made a mighty jump, took off too far away and landed almost in 
the brush, pulling his front leg back with such force as to destroy his 
shoulder. Whatever the cause, the accident was unavoidable and a grand 
horse will race no more. What is important now is the best way to handle 
such accidents that will happen in any game so as to bring the least reflection 
on the sport from those who are only too eager to tear it down through lack 
of understanding of the sporting principles involved, through some jealously 
or other personal reason that involves their own welfare. 


It is a great shock for the racing public, in fact for anyone who has a spark 
of sensitivity, to see a beautiful animal but a moment before the very spirit 
and epitome of life and vitality, suddenly stricken and destroyed before their 
eyes. In this case many people felt at the time, the writer among them, and 
many still do, that it was very bad for steeplechasing to destroy this horse 
right in front of the grandstand. It is not often that an accident like this 
happens so as to force itself upon everybody’s consciousness with such strik- 
ing reality. When it does the shock is pretty bad and pretty sudden. When 
you come to think of the problem involved, however, it seems that those in 
charge of how to handle the question of what to do with Farndale at the 
moment, acted with the best interests of Farndale in mind and that after 
all is with the best interest of steeplechasing. The great trouble was the 
fact there was no horse ambulance at hand which was low enough to enable 
the horse to be taken from the field without a struggle. Failing the ambu- 
lance, the only method of removing Farndale from the front of the stands 
as he stood there with one leg pitifully held in the air, head lowered, seem- 
ingly knowing his fate, was in a van. Eight or ten strong men in the front, 
at his quarters and with hands interlocked under his stomach might have 
heaved him on to the van without a struggle. The probability is, however, 
that no matter how careful or how skilled the men were in this maneuver, 
the effort would have caused Farndale excruciating agony. He might have 
reared back and fallen over which would have upset onlookers considerably 
more than the instant spent in putting him out of his misery 


Even though the attempt to get him in the van and out of sight of on- 
lookers was completed successfully, this was not so important as the fact that 
a gallant friend was suffering, was hopelessly maimed The kindest, most 
sporting act of all was to relieve him of his pain as quickly and as painlessly 
as possible. So Farndale received a pistol bullet for the world to see. A 
grand horse went to his horse heaven with the cries of a cheering public still 
ringing in his ears. The favorite to win and making a gallant effort not to 
disappoint, he did his best. Was there anything more for mankind to do, 
but to do their best by him and put him out of pain in the best way they 
knew how. In every phase of activity, accidents happen and when they do 
the first and only thing to consider is how to ease the suffering of the one 
immediatey concerned, regardless of any probable consequence. By such 
unselfish considerations, great causes are sometimes aided most of all. 


PAYING ITS WAY 





Middleburg and the adjoining country of Northern Virginia hold the rather 
unique position of being principally a horse raising community. A small 
country town, with no hospital within thirty miles, its inhabitants have been 
dependent on the hospitals in Washington or Winchester for those sudden 
emergencies that even in the days of speedy transportation often cannot be 
handled promptly enough. On March 15, 1939, Mr. and Mrs. Paul Mellon 
generously donated a completely equipped health unit to the community to 
be used by all of those who needed it. Equipped with all of the most mod- 
ern first aid material and supplies, the Health Center has been of great as- 
sistance to this horse loving community whose accidents come sometimes 
fast and furious with exercise boys taking tumbles, with foxhunters coming 
to grief and horsemen schooling young horses finding themselves with some- 
thing wrong from the misdeeds of a fractious colt. 

Not the least helpful of the many aids to health maintained by the Health 
Center since its inception is attendance at all Race Meetings and Point to 
Points, just in case medical assistance is needed. So far this project that 
has given care to every type of individual from sportsman to undernourished 
school children has been financed almost entirely by Mr. and Mrs. Mellon. 
With the announcement of the broadening of the Center to include both 
Loudoun and Fauquier Counties in name as well as in representation, it is 
time to think of how this extremely worthwhile institution in this sporting 
center can be made self-supporting. The generosity of Mr. Mellon is not 
going to last forever and he expressly stipulated that he would not be re- 
sponsible for its maintenance for more than two or three years. This first 
aid health center has more than proved its worth in taking care of the com- 
munity. It will be up to the community to take care of it someday, and the 
sooner the better.
